How a Victoria Cross, worn by a 
son in memory of his. lost father, 
saves him from death and gives to 
him the girl he loves, are some of 
the instances in the thrilling drama, 
“The Unknown,” in which Lou- 
Tellegen will appear in the stellar 
role at the Richmond theater to- 
night.

Probably ten municipalities in this 
state, fairly sizzling with the great 
idea of organizing water districts 
and taking over the reservoirs and 
distributing systems of some private 
corporations at bargain-counter 
prices ,are at this moment anxiously 
awaiting the solution of the problem 
which confronts the Marin Municipal 
Water District, 

Southern Marin is the pioneer in 
this line of reformatory endeavor, 
hence the eyes of parched multi- 
tudes in the dry belts in the South- 
land are riveted just now on this 
northern exponent of thoroughly pro- 
gressive principles, 

Marin dared and did; while the 
others have merely awaited the re- 
sult of the experiment. They are 
still waiting, and from present in- 
dications it. is safe to conjecture 
‘hat they may be compelled to wai 


for quite a while. 


When the state supreme court 
upheld as fair and reasonable the 
valuation of $1,200,000 placed by the 
Railroad Commission on the plant 
and property of the Marin Water 
company, which the water district 
proposed to take over, almost every- 
one concluded that the vexatious 
problem was rapidly nearlv solution. 

To sell the bonds, buy the water 
company’s property and commence 
work on the new Alpine dam site 
seemed the logical sequence into 
which the events of the immediate 
future would automatically range 
themselves. 

To be sure, fruitless attempt has 
been made before the decision to sell 
some of the new district water 
bonds, but all the supporters of the 
water district, headed by Congress- 
man William Kent, believed that, 


with a decision in the district’s favor; — 


no difficulty would be experienced 
in disposing of a sufficient number 
of bomds to pay for the Howard 
property and begin work. 

Convinced of this ‘Congressman 
Kent dispatched Attorney George 
Harlan to Chicago, armed with a 
personal letter of recommendation, 
addressed to a banking syndicate 
with which Kent had enjoyed close 
business relations. 

The idea was to sell a part of the 
$3,000,000 bond issue at once and to 
establish relations, so that the re- 
mainder could be disposed of, from 
time to time, as the cash was re- 
quired, 

Harlan returned the other day 
and reported that-he had not sold 
a bond. He submitted to the board 
of management of the water district 
a long list of requirements demand- 
ed by the Chicago bankers as condi- 
tions precedent to handling this is- 
sue. The four most important re- 
quirements, dictated by these hard- 
fisted men of money, were the fol- 
lowing: 

I, That a decision of the su- 
‘preme court be obtained estab- 
lishing the absolute legality of the 
formation of the water district, 

IJ. That. the question, whether 
the directors of the water district 
Possess the paramount right over 
the. .county supervisors to levy 
taxes for the. support of the dis- 
trict be settled . affirmatively, by 
decree of. court. aie 

‘Til. That a legal assurance be 
given that no bonds of the district |
